There is confirmation to-day ‘hat 
Swatow has fallen to the “Reds” 
' wnder General Chang Kat-shek, and 
that this military leader has aetual- 
, ly invested the city with his troops. 
_ We reported yesterday that. the 
fall of Swatow was imminent, and 
late last night a private telegram 
was received in the Colony by 
Chinese stating that: the “Reds,” 
under General Ho Ying-yum, made 
aetual entry into Swatow late: or 
Sunday, and that further “Red” 
troops under. General Ching Shim 
followed later. It was not until 
yesterday morning that General 
Chang Kai-shek himself came on the 
gcene, and he made entry into the 
" fallen’ city accompanied by A strong 
. force of bodyguards. Thé city was 
taken without any fishting in. or 
around it, as the “anti-Reds” hae 
previously made a hasty retreat, 
- News has been received here this 
morning, staling that General Chang 
\ Kal-ghek entertained foreign Con- 
suis at Swatow yesterday after- 
noon, and that he gave them his as- 
surance that he had come to.mntin- 
tain peace and would see that 
adequate protection “was given to 
foreign - property. 
General Chang added that he, him- 
__ self, would ‘shortly be returning to 
© Canton (presumably to deal with 
the ‘situation the southera 
Kwangtung West River 
distriets). 

It is farther reported that Gen- 
eral ‘Chan King-eming’s troops have 
retreated into the southern part of 
Fukien province, in the direction of 
Cheung Chow. , They offered n. 

resistance tothe advance of the 
Reds all the way from Hing Niig 
and Ho Po, General Lau Che-lue 
ig said to have left Swatow at least 
two days before’ the entry of the 
“Reds.” The report proceeds to 
state that the troops which have 
gone’into Fukien have nominated 
as their new Commander, Wong 
Tal-wal, 4 returned student from 
Belgium, who is said to be in Hong- 
kong at present. He will shortly 
go to Foochow, ‘from which point 
he will proceed inta southern 
Fukien to take up his post.

’ That the respondent had issued| 
distress warrants against two firms, 
in both of which he had a partner- 
ship interest, with the object of 
defeating an order for execution 
granted to Messrs. Siemssen and 
Company, was the allegation made 
against Wong Kwong-tsoi when a 
partnership issue Avas raised in the 
Summary Court before Mr. Justice 
Wood this morning. 

“Tae plaintiffs ‘were represented 
by Mr. R. A. Wadeson, and Mr, M. 
K, Lo appeared for the respondent, 

Mr, Wadeson stated that Messrs. 
Siemssen and Company issued writy 
against the Wah Hing firm and the 
Sze Hing firm, both of 142, Des 


Voeux Road Central, and defen- 
dants consented to . judgment, 
Execution was levied against the 
goods and chattels of the firms, and 
seizure and sale resulting .in the 
realisation of the sum of $1,350 
were made on October 6th, At the 
same time he was informed: that 
distr rants had been issued 
against’ defendants by Wong 
Kwong-tsoi of tae same address, 
and that the-cluim was for three 


months arrears of rent, totalling] 


$1,110 excluding costs. His allega- 
tion was that the landlord on behalf 
of whom the warrants were issued 
was one -of the proprietors’ of the 
firms. The money had‘ been paid 
into’ Court ‘bending the hearing of 
the present case, 


Mr. Wadeson called a piece ‘goods 
broker, who stated that he consider. 
ed Won? Kwong-tsoi to be interest- 
ed in the Wang Hing firm and 
added that he had often ‘seen him 
in the shop consulting with Chan 
Sing in’ connection with money 
matters, - 

Mr. Lo submitted he had no case 
to answer. There was -no' scrap of 
evidence to show that respondent 
was now a partner in either firm.. 


Mr. Justice Wood said that he 
considered that. prima facie 
evidence had been given. 


Mr, Lo, detailing the case for the 
respondent, said that Wong Kwong- 
tsoi was ‘principal tenant of 142, 
Des Veoux Road Central about tea 
years ago, but about five years back 
bought the property.’ He had a 
partnership interest in the Wang 
Hing firm until a fire in 1919 when 
he sold his interest to'Chan ‘Sing. 


Respondent, in the "box, said hef 


took over the premises in- 1915 and 
rented the eround fioor to the Wah 
Hing firm and the first floor to.the 
Cheung Fat firm and occupied the 
second himself. Cheung Fat died 
and the Sze Hing firm was started 
by Chan Sing. He personally had 
never been connected with the Sze 
Hing firm. A fire broke.out on the 
premises in, 1919 and about a month 
later he Sold his interest in the 
Wah Hing firm to Chan Sing. 

Question by his Lordship, witness 
said he had no business he lived on 
the rents obtained from different 
properties belonging to him.. 

Chun Sing, called py Br. Lo, said 
he was the sole propiigtor of both 
firms at-tae time of the- levying 
of execution, He had two partners 
in 1919, but bougit them both: out 
after the ‘fire,
